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1954 Track Results 


Tne 1954 Benron Ranger track team had one 
of its most successful years since the days of mighty 
John Bauer and the fleet-footed Howard Neal. The 
thinclads’ success was aided greatly by Coach 
Frank Chornak, who pulled track at B.C.H.S. to 
its highest level in vears. The year saw several track 
meets held on the local track. 


Five major meets plus several small ones occu- 
pied the Rangers during the season. The big ones 
were the Hernn Relays, the West Frankfort Relays, 
the Mineral Area track meet at Hurst-Bush, the 
conference meet at West Frankfort, and the Frank- 
lin County meet at Christopher. 


Benton was represented by six boys at the Dis- 
trict meet at Carbondale with three of these quali- 


fying for the state meet at Champaign held on 
May 14-15. 


Benton’s best showing of the year probably oc- 
curred at the County meet at Christopher where 
the Rangers finished a strong second with 49 points 
compared to 57 for the winner, Christopher. West 


Frankfort and Zeigler had 37 points apiece. 


In other big meets, Benton placed a close fourth 
in the conference meet at West Frankfort and fifth 
at the West Frankfort Relays. Benton captured 
third at the more than 25-team District meet at 


Carbondale. 


Although the season was not a glowing success 
and even though the Rangers’ 1954 cinder squad 
wasn't a powerhouse, the season could easily be 
called a success because of the renewed interest 


in track—long the forgotten sport of B.C.H.S. 


And the trackmen themselves, were not the only 
ones to have this increased interest. The track 
meets held on the Ranger track were well-attended.
